According to the report submitted +—— 
to the assembly by J. K. McDonald, 
thirty seven ministers are seeking re- 
tirement from the ministry, and these 
wit immediately share in the annul- 
ties. The aged and infirm ministers’ 
fund @or the last year showed re- 
ceipts of §77,328.26. After paying 
annuities and general expenses it 
showed @ credit balance of $6,889.65. 

The recommendattons of the board 
of home missions and social service 
that ministers’ salaries be increased 
about $300 a year was approved, with 
only one Wissenting vote.

In every land, Forty-two nations were 
represented at Geneva, which he says 
was one of the most inspiring meet- 
ings he ever witnessed. Canada heré 
played an equal part with all the other 
nations and it was the deSire to en- 
roll millions more in the organization 
which was supported by the greatest 
scientific leaders of the leading na- 
tions as the one agency which could 
make possible the betterment of 
health and social conditions through- 
out the world. Typhus was one dis- 
ease to be dreaded and had already 
reached New York, but the Red Cross 
was throwing a sanitary cordon across 
Europe from the Baltic to the Black 
Sea to atop the spread of this and 
other dread diseases, The United 
States Red Cross by spending ($50,- 
000,000 in Europe last year saved the 
lives of 6,000,000 children alone. “We 
must keep alii® in peace the splendid 
spirit of sacrifice and service that was 
created in the war,” said Mr. Bennett 
in his appeal, pointing out that every 
corner of the world could unite in this 
great organization which worked the 
same in \Poland and Japan as it did 
in (Edmonton and Saskatchewan, and 
which would surely in time weld the 
nations together in thought to a point 
where “the arrogance of militarism” 
might be avoided. In this he placed 
special emphasis on the campaign for 
membership in the junior Red Cross. 
stating that the hope of the world was 
in the children who could be taught 
the need of service and responsibility. 
Mrs. Murphy in proposing a vote of 
thanks scored the “insanity of war” 
and strongly defended the league of 
nations, foreseeing changes in inter- 
national viewpoints with the advent 
of women into national affairs. Mr. 
Weaver urged a ready response to the 
Red Cross appeal in Alberta stating 
that many setlers yn the outskirts of 
development were in serious straits,
